There was a beginning. 

It was Oct. 14, 1890. A third son was 
born to the family of a hard-working 
man who worked for a cotton belt rail- 
road as a stationary engineer and who 
lived in a house by the railroad tracks 
at Denison, Tex. His salary was $40 a 
month. Even in 1890 that wasn’t much. 

Today in Washington, D.C., that third 
son will be inaugurated for a second term 
as President of the United States. 

Here, in essence, is the story of oppor- 
tunity in America as the immigrant pio- 
neers and founding fathers envisioned it. 

Each of us is a son or daughter of 
the Republic. 

But Dwight David Eisenhower is even 
more nearly a child of the Republic. It 
was the nation which educated him and 
trained him at West Point. It was the 
nation which he served as a soldier for 
most of his adult life. It was to him 
that a long-divided and bankrupt politi- 
cal party turned for unity and leadership 
when its chance came for renewal. 

At the first testing convention most 
of the delegates wanted Sen. Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio. But more than they wanted 
him, they wished to win. After a long 
and bitter fight, they nominated the boy 
born there by the railroad tracks in 
Denison. | 

x *k* * 

The first term, now concluded, was 
a testing one. 

It is possible Dwight Eisenhower 
might have been broken in the latter 
half of that first four years had not the 
Democrats won: the Congress in 1954. 

A faction led by Sen. Joe McCarthy 
and supported by the old diehard isola- 
tionist wing of the party set out to de- 
stroy him. That was the major purpose 
of the McCarthy movement, to take con- 
trol from Eisenhower. The attack came 
very close to success. 

The Democratic victory and Demo- 
cratic leadership of the committees ousted 
McCarthy. The Democrats in the House 
and Senate supported the greater portion 
of the Eisenhower program. The admin- 
istration was saved. 

x * 

Now begin the second four years. 

The President, at the San Francisco 
convention, told the enthusiastic dele- 
gates, unanimously for him and his vice 
president, they together must “modernize 
the Republican Party.” Today he will 
set himself to that task. 

Sen. McCarthy still snaps and snarls 
at the administration, denouncing one of 
the President’s brothers as a “leftist.” 
The Old Guard waits an opportunity. But 
the people now know Sen. McCarthy. And 
the President has the votes. His prestige 
is at an all-time high. 

He cannot run again. By the end of 
his term he will be 70 years old. 

He will be less and less concerned with 
the Old Guard. He genuinely liked and 
admired Sen. Taft. But he has learned 
he need not restrain his natural inclina- 
tions because of the remnant of those 
who made the distinguished Ohio senator 
their shield. 

So, as much as he can, the President 
will leave politics to Sherman Adams and 
the vice president. He will seek to mod- 
ernize the GOP -and to make world peace. 

America remains a place where a boy 
from Denison can become president.

Assembly Can Restore 


Balance in Government 


During the next few days the Gen- 
eral Assembly will have an opportunity 
to restore its position as an independent 
body in the system of checks and bal- 
ances. The test will come over proposals 
to give the legislative branch more con- 
trol over expenditures of state funds. 


Sen. Fred Bentley of Marietta has an- 
nounced that he will introduce a measure 
to establish a legislative committee to 
check on state spending between sessions 
of the Assembly. Not having seen the bill, 
it is not possible to pass judgment upon it. 
But its intent deserves applause. 

Under the present system, the gov- 
ernor has vast financial powers. All de- 
partment heads go to him with their 
budget requests. He submits his recom- 
mendations to the Legislature which in 
turn passes an appropriations bill based 
upon them. That is about the extent of 
the legislative body’s responsibility for 
state funds. 

The system has had the effect of 
weakening the legislative branch and 
vastly strengthening the executive. The 
system of checks and balances is out of 
kilter in favor of the latter. 

Only the Assembly has the power to 
restore its independence and its strength. 
It can do so if it wishes.

From Magellan to Jets, 


World Becomes Smaller 


Ferdinand Magellan, the Portuguese 
explorer who hired out to the Spanish, 
set out on a trip which eventually made 
it around the world. He died from 
wounds about half-way the journey. His 
ship, the Victoria, continued under com- 
mand of Sebastian del Cano and was the 
first to make the global circuit. 

The time required was about three 
years. 

In 1933 Wiley Post managed the first 
solo around-the-world airplane journey.

In 1949 a USAF Boeing Superfortress, 
with four aerial refuelings, made the first 
nonstop flight around the world. It need- 
ed 94 hours and one minute.

Repeal of Candidacy Law 
Would Be Opposed Strongly 


Along with the usual preliminary political jockeying which comes 


‘with a legislative session such as the present, preceding an election 


year, there also has to come this time a rather unique and disturbing 


proposal. 

The suggestion is that a state 
law be changed to permit certain 
prospective candidates to run for 
office without resigning their pres- 
ent posts well in advance of elec- 
tion time, 

Specifically, a statute enacted in 
1949 prohibits the state revenue 
commissioner from becoming a 
candidate in any primary or gen- 
eral election until 12 months after 
he has ceased to serve as rev- 
enue commissioner. 

A similar law enacted in 1955 
requires any member of the State 
Highway Board likewise to resign 
12 months prior to becoming a can- 
didate. 

These two laws were wiscly 
written. Both the revenue com- 
missioner and the three members 
of the highway board occupy po- 
sitions of much influence and au- 
thority. By virtue of their office 
they could gain considerable back- 
ing in a campaign. — 

Purpose of the two laws was to

being used as political stepping 
stones.

Act Now To Prevent 
Another Dust Bowl 


WASHINGTON—The headlines in the wake of 
President Ejisenhower’s tour of the drought-rav- 
aged prairies of the Midwest have told the story 


of the impoverishing havoc of the worst drought this 1,000-mile span 
of the Great Plains has seen in 700 years. What isn’t being adequately 
told and what seems to me/a cofrespondent must report with all the 
candor and directness at his command is: 


That no* measures equal to pre- 
venting the ravages of recurring 
drought are being carried out. 


I am not suggesting that any- 
body thinks that these heart-rend- 
ing droughts can be prevented. 
What I am reporting is that every- 
body -— farmers, ranchers, farm 
specialists, state and federal offi- 
cials—know that much of the griev- 
ous .disaster to man and earth 
can be prevented. 


Now is the time—and time and 
opportunity are being lost. 

These droughts lately have been 
coming about every 20 years and 
with more ferocity. 

Even if the droughts can’t be 
stopped, the worst of the conse- 
quences can be stopped when the 
willingness, the vision, the disci- 
‘pline and the resources are mo- 
bilized to do it. 

More than 14 million acres of 
this land need to be taken out of 
regular cultivation. Nothing that 
is now being attempted or dis- 
cussed comes near to that goal. 
_ Nearly all this land is subject 
to wind erosion during prolonged 
droughts. Some of it blows every

year. Part is sloping land and is 
also subject to water erosion dur- 
ing heavy rains. Converting such 
poor cropland to grassland can 
be done economically only during 
periods of good rainfall. But the 
decisions which will make that 
possible must be taken now or, as 
in the good crop years of the ‘40s, 
they will not be taken at all. 

A considerable change in land 
use also must be made in many 
areas. Beiter soil, water, crop and 
range management practices must 
be widely adopted. 

Farmers and ranchers alone can- 
not shield themselves from dust- 
bowl conditions. Neither the state 
nor the federal government can 
do it alone. They will have to act 
together or it will happen all 
over again. They are not acting 
together today to any degree equal 
to the problem. 

Unless long-range protections 
are accepted now, another presi- 
dent will be taking another inspec- 
tion trip through the drought-rav- 
aged Great Plains in 1977 and 
seme 20 million Americans will 
again be affected.

That, means the FPC would 
be barred from looking into the 
initial costs of production at the 
wells and so would be handicapped 
at what is usually the very begin- 
ning of the process of determining 
fair rates to the consumer. 

Most price increases in recent 
years can be traced back to in- 
creased prices by the producers. 

Opponents of the measure passed 
by the last Congress agree with 
Piesident Eisenhower’s statement 
in his budget message that “‘It is 
essential that the consumer of nat- 
ural gas be protected.” But they 
hold that the consumer is left un- 
protected in that bill, which was 
sponsored by two Arkansas Dem- 
ocrats, Rep.

The car, which is supposed to be such an improvement on 
the horse and buggy, has yet to reveal any such superiority to me.

I get awfully 
tired trying to evaluate the data around my house (I guess that’s 
data falling out of dresser drawers and closets, isn’t it?) and, 
for that matter, the data in the daily news. If science is so great 
why doesn’t it invent something to tell us where we’re at and 
where to go—instead of casting such pearls of information before 
missiles? (Of course, if Russia declares war against us tomor- 
row I'll take that back!) 


This may have sounded like shrewish belittling of science and I 
don’t mean it that way ... exactly. What I mean to say is that 
science, if it made the effort, could endear itself to me more 
with little personal attentions. There was a bulletin on one the 
other day. It said that doctors in St. Thomas’s Hospital in Lon- 
don are now being paged by means of a transistor receiver which 
clips to a pocket like a fountain pen, doing away with loud- 
speakers, bells and flashing lights along hospital corridors. 

See what I mean? Any scientific development that will get 
any of us peace and quiet is worthy of Einsteinian minds, I say.
